STETSON  16—  FLORIDA  14,  AT  GAINESVILLE  *  *  * 

September  24  will  go  down  in  Stetson's  history  as  the  most  important  day 
of  1938.  It  is  the  day  that  a  determined  squad  of  Hatters,  who  were  conceded 
absolutely  no  chance  to  win,  journied  to  Gainesville  and  defeated  the  highly 
rated  Florida  Gators  to  give  Stetson  its  first  victory  over  Florida  in  29  years. 
This  was  a  team  victory.  Coaches  Cowell  and  Freeman  and  every  man  on 
the  Hatter  squad  worked  together  in  perfect  harmony  to  make  the  win  pos- 
sible. Led  by  their  17  seniors  who  had  twice  met  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the 
Gators,  the  Hatters  were  sparked  with  the  idea  that  they  could  not  lose.  It 
was  actual  proof  of  the  old  adage  that  a  team  that  won't  be  beat  can't  be 
beat.  It  was  a  game  in  which  every  man  was  an  individual  star,  working  with 
his  team-mates  to  achieve  that  which  meant  most  to  him — a  victory  over 
the  University  of  Florida. 

Stetson  0 — Rollins  18,  at  Home 

The  Hatters,  bruised  and  weary  from  the  Florida  battle,  fell  before  the  fast, 
clever  Rollins  Tars.  Led  by  Daughtery  and  Justice,  the  Tars  outplayed  the 
Hatters  in  every  department  of  the  game,  scoring  in  each  of  the  last  three 
quarters.  Rollins  capitalized  on  two  Stetson  fumbles  for  their  first  two  touch- 
downs and  intercepted  a  wild  Hatter  pass  in  the  waning  minutes  of  the  game 
for  their  third   score. 

Stetson  28 — South  Georgia  Teachers  0,  at  Home 

Staging  a  complete  reversal  of  form,  the  Hatters  ran  at  will  over  the  light 
Georgians  gaining  375  yards  for  22  first  downs  while  holding  the  Teachers 
to  38  yards  and  3  first  downs.  Hardy  carried  the  pigskin  for  three  of  the 
Hatter  scores  and  Willie  Anderson's  educated  toe  added  the  extra  point 
after  each  touchdown     Schaefer  played  his  usual  brilliant  game  at  end. 

Stetson  7 — Wofford  6,  at  Spartansburg,  S.  C. 

On  the  third  play  of  the  game,  Hilton  of  Wofford  sped  around  end  for  the 
longest  run  of  the  year  against  the  Hatters,  a  69  yard  touchdown  jaunt. 
Wofford  grimly  retained  their  lead  until  the  Hatters  drove  for  a  touchdown 
and  an  extra  point  in  the  third  quarter  to  gain  the  ascendancy.  The  final 
quarter  was  all  Stetson  with  the  Hatters  driving  toward  another  touchdown 
when  the  game  ended. 


Stetson  33 — Erskine  14,  at  Home 

Stetson,  eager  to  avenge  an  upset  defeat  handed  them  by  the  Seceders  last 
year,  started  things  off  with  a  bang  when  Warren  broke  loose  on  the  first 
play  for  a  70  yard  run.  The  Hatters  showed  a  fine  passing  attack,  as  well 
as  a  good  ground  game,  with  Warren  and  Lowery  throwing  and  Swanson  and 
McClelland  doing  the  receiving.  Cotton  starred  for  Erskine,  catching  a  20 
yard  pass  and  running  the  remaining  60  yards  for  a  touchdown. 

Stetson  42 — Tampa  O,  at  Tampa 

Keyed  to  top  form,  the  Hatters  gave  Tampa  the  worst  trouncing  in  their 
history,  making  6  touchdowns  and  6  extra  points.  It  made  no  difference  who 
was  in  the  game,  the  Hatters  still  continued  to  score,  making  it  a  complete 
field  day.  Every  man  saw  action  and  contributed  to  the  victory.  It  was  a  great 
day  for  the  Green  and  White. 

Stetson  13 — Oglethorpe  7,  Homecoming 

Outplayed  by  a  strong  Oglethorpe  team  during  the  first  half,  the  Hatters 
came  back  after  the  intermission  to  score  twice  and  make  1938  a  perfect 
Homecoming.  Both  teams  bogged  down  by  the  boiling  sun,  Stetson  took 
to  the  air  for  both  her  scores,  with  Cobb  and  Parmley  each  taking  passes 
for  touchdowns.  Captain  Frison,  Butler,  and  Mason  stood  out  in  the  Hatter 
line. 

Stetson  6 — Presbyterian  7,  at  Daytona  Beach 

Swept  off  their  feet  by  the  fast-charging  Blue  Stockings,  the  Hatters  went 
down  to  their  second  defeat  of  the  season.  Trailing  7  to  0  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  Stetson  rallied,  and,  under  Darst's  leadership,  marched  to  within 
striking  distance  of  the  goal,  where  Warren  took  a  lateral  for  the  score  The 
opportunity  to  tie  was  lost  when  the  kick  went  wide. 

Stetson  6 — Rollins  6,  at  Orlando 

Out  to  redeem  their  previous  defeat  by  the  Tars,  the  Hatters  battled  them- 
selves into  a  6  to  0  lead,  only  to  see  Rollins  score  in  the  closing  minutes  to 
turn  victory  into  a  tie.  Warren  broke  loose  around  end  for  the  Hatter  score 
in  the  second  period,  while  Daughtery  crashed  over  for  the  Tar's  tieing 
tally.  The  line  play  of  Vann,  Kirkland,  and  Minehart  stood  out  for  the 
Hatters  in  this  closing  game  of  a  thrilling  season.

Coach  Freeman's  legal  business 
forced  him  to  leave  in  mid-season,  but  Coach  Cowell  took  over  and  continued  Free- 
man's  fine    record.

Although  leading  1  2  to  11  at  the  half,  the  Hatters  could  not  penetrate  the  tight  Tar- 
heel defense  in  the  second  period  and  fell  before  the  strong  Southern  conference 
team.    Kirkland  led  Stetson  with   10  points 

Then,  failing  to  find  the  range  of  the  basket,  Stetson's  hcopsters  dropped  two  games 
to  Wofford.  In  both  games  the  lead  changed  continually  with  the  final  result  uncer- 
tain until  the  end. 

Stetson  broke  into  the  win  column  by  taking  two  games  from  the  Newberry  Indians, 
a  large  team  which  was  no  match  for  the  more  aggressive  Hatters. 

Stetson  44 — Union  40  Stetson  29 — Florida  32 

Stetson  49 — Union  41  Stetson  26 — Florida  28 

With  Minehart  leading  the  way  with  14  points  in  the  first  game,  and  with  Swanson 
flipping  16  the  second  night,  the  Hatters  took  two  smooth  games  from  the  strong 
Union  team  of  Kentucky. 

Dame  Fortune  looked  the  other  way  as  Stetson  lost  two  hair-raisers  to  Florida.  Zand- 
zukis  took  matters  in  his  own  hands,  scoring  15  points  in  the  first  game  for  the  Gators. 
The  second  game  at  Gainesville  was  nip  and  tuck  all  the  way,  Florida  scoring  the 
winning  basket  in  the  last  seconds  of  play.

Stetson  48 — Havana  35  Stetson  37 — Florida  Southern  30 

Stetson  coasted  to  two  easy  victories  over  a  fast  but  erratic  Cuba  team.    The  invaders 
were  unable  to  match  the  superior  team  play  of  the  more  experienced  Hatters. 
Scoring  at  will  on  Southern   in  their  first  encounter,   the   Hatters  found  a  greatly   im- 
proved Southern  club  in  their  second  meeting.     Southern   jumped    into  an   early   lead, 
but  the  Hatters  passed  them  just  before  the  half  and  retained  their  lead  until  the  end.

Stetson  54 — Rollins  25  Stetson  52 — Erskine  37 

Led  by  Swanson  with  14  points  in  the  first  game,  and  by  Captain  Cobb  with  13  points 
in  the  second,  Stetson  proceeded  to  double  the  score  in  both  encounters  with  the  Tars. 
Showing  their  best  form  of  the  season,  Stetson's  basketeers  trounced  Erskine  in  both 
games  held  in  Hulley  gvm.  Erskine,  one  of  the  leoding  South  Carolina  teams,  just 
wasn't  a  match  for  the  Green  and  White. 

Stetson  29 — Erskine  33  Stetson  42 — Newberry  36 

Stetson  34 — Presbyterian  28  Stetson  29 — Newberry  29 

The  Hatters  split  even  on  their  road  trip,  winning  and  losing  two.  Coppola  of  New- 
berry and  McDonald  of  Erskine  were  the  deciding  factors  in  the  games  the  Hatters 
lost.    Swanson  was  the  big  gun  of  the  Stetson  attack,  making  43  points  in  three  games. 

Stetson  23 — Louisiana  Normal  32 

Matched  against  the  seeded  Louisiana  Teachers  in  the  annual  S.I. A. A.  Conference 
tournament,  the  Hatters  fell  before  fast  and  accurate  playing.  Kirkland  scored  1  1 
points  to  lead  the  Hatters

Stetson's  Independent  baseball  team,  coached  by  Doc  Johnson  and  captained  by  Jack  Gore 
turned  out  to  be  giant  killers  by  defeating  some  of  the  finest  college  baseball  teams  in  the 
South.  Playing  with  practically  no  practice,  the  Hatters  defeated  Florida,  Georgia,  Havana, 
and  Raiford,  with  Tampa  and  Rollins  yet  to  be  played.  Prospects  look  bright  for  an  even 
better  season  next  year  with  several  promising  freshmen  eligible  to  meet  conference  foes, 
offsetting  the  loss  of  Warren,  Clonts,  and  Gore. 

Negotiations  are  already  under  way  to  meet  some  of  the  finest  teams  in  the  country  next 
year,  including  Michigan  State,  Notre  Dame,  Auburn,  Duke,  and  Vanderbilt.  It  is  the  hope 
of  the  team  that  baseball  will  be  a  varsity  sport  and  that  there  will  be  a  baseball  diamond 
on   Hulley   field.

In  addition  to  making  a  good  showing  in  debate 
against  strong  Southern  teams,  the  women  entered  impromptu,  after- 
dinner,  and  oratorical  contests  and  represented  Stetson  at  the  second 
Congress  of  Human   Relations. 


The  Pi  Kappa  Delta  province  tournament  wos  held  at  Farmville,  Va., 
April  28-29.  Harper,  Graham,  Lawton,  and  Rubin,  led  by  Prof.  Hick- 
man, represented  Florida  Beta  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  at  Stetson. 
They  engaged  in  debate,  after-dinner,  extemporaneous,  and  impromptu 
speaking. 


The  freshman  debaters,  Fisher,  Martin,  Service,  and  Smith,  ably  coached 
by  Miss  Mary  Axtell,  attended  the  annual  Florida  Debate  Tournament 
held  at  the  University  of  Florida  for  freshmen  and  sophomores.  At  this 
meet,  and  in  their  home  engagements,  they  gave  promise  of  greatly 
strengthening  the  varsity  team  next  year.
